Social Issues Steer GOP Contest 


Birth control debate, 
Limbaugh comments 
dim talk of eeonomy 


Memphis, Tenn. 

Intensifying debate over conservative 
social values — and Republican icon 
Rush Limbaugh — overshadowed the 
nation’s economic concerns Sunday 
as the Republican presidential cam- 
paign hurtled toward Super Tuesday 
contests that could reshape the nom- 
ination battle and shift the direction 
of the Grand Old Party. 

Mitt Romney and Rick Santorum 
distanced themselves from Limbaugh, 
who boasts a huge conservative fol- 
lowing and recently apologized for 
calling Georgetown University law 
student Sandra Fluke a “slut” and a 
“prostitute” on his nationally syndi- 
cated radio program. 

Fluke testified at a congressional 
hearing in favor of an Obama admin- 
istration mandate that employee 
health plans include free contracep- 
tive coverage. While religious institu- 
tions are exempt, their affiliates, such 
as hospitals and universities, were 
at first included in the requirement. 
Under harsh criticism from conser- 
vatives, President Obama later said 
the affiliates could opt out, but insur- 
ers must pay for the coverage. 

The GOP framed the issue as one 
of religious liberty. But Obama’s chief

Compensating Victims 

To be compensated by BP for illnesses 
linked to the oil spill, victims will have to show 
that they got sick from the spill. To receive 
compensation, claimants will be examined by a 
court-approved health care practitioner. Then a 
claims administrator working under the super- 
vision of a federal judge will determine who should be paid. “The workers have a 
different kind of exposure because they were there all the time, but anybody liv- 
ing in an area where they were at risk of exposure will be eligible to participate," 
said Ervin Gonzalez, one of the plaintiffs’ lawyers leading the litigation, (ap) 



Oil spill settlement 
includes new claims 
process for illnesses 

Bootheville, La. 

A settlement that BP is hammer- 
ing out with victims of the mas- 
sive Gulf oil spill finally provides a 
system for monitoring health con- 
cerns and compensating people 
whose illnesses are found to have 
a link to the disaster. 

Government and university doc- 
tors with the National Institutes of 
Health and the National Institute 
of Health Sciences studying locals’ 
health haven’t found significant evi- 
dence of spill-related illnesses, but 
problems years from now remain 
a question mark. Gulf Coast resi- 
dents say they’re happy their com- 
plaints are getting a serious look, 
even if they’ll face hurdles in prov- 
ing that rashes, shortness of breath 
and other maladies were caused 


by the oil or chemical dispersants 
sprayed to break it up. 

Under the settlement announced 
Friday, BP said it expects to pay out 
$7.8 billion to settle a wide range 
of claims that also include prop- 
erty damage, lost wages and loss 
to businesses. While a previous- 
ly created fund had already been 
paying such economic loss claims, 
it hadn’t paid claims over illness- 
es related to exposure. 

The settlement also establish- 


es a program to monitor claimants’ 
health for a period of 21 years. People 
whose physical symptoms haven’t 
yet developed will also be able to 
pursue claims. BP has also prom- 
ised to pay $105 million to improve 
health care around the region. 

“You don’t know what the 
long-term [health] effects will 
be,” said another of the plaintiffs’ 
lawyers, Steve Herman, “[or] how 
the science is going to play out.”

Mike and Laura Park thought 
their credit record was spotless.

Their credit report contained a 
shocker: A $200 medical bill had 
been sent to a collection agency.

If thousands of claims 


of violations made by 
independent observers 
and Putin’s foes are con- 
firmed, they would under- 
mine the legitimacy of his 
victory and fuel further protests 



by Russians exasperated with corrup- 
tion, rising social inequality and tight 
controls over political life. 

The opposition is gearing up for a 
rally Monday in Moscow. Evidence of 
widespread fraud in December’s parlia- 
mentary election drew tens of thousands 
to protest against Putin, who was pres- 
ident from 2000 to 2008 before moving 
into the prime minister’s office. 

“These elections are not free. ... That’s 
why we’ll have protests tomorrow. We 


will not recognize the president as legit- 
imate,” said Mikhail Kasyanov, who was 
Putin’s first prime minister. 

Golos, Russia’s leading independent 
elections watchdog, said it received 
numerous reports of “carousel voting,” 
in which busloads of voters are driven 
around to cast ballots multiple times. 

Putin’s campaign chief, Stanislav 
Govorukhin, rejected the claims of 
violations, calling them “ridiculous.”

General Manager Richard Sarles 
sent an email addressing the ad to 
Metro’s 11,000 employees Friday. 

“Like many of you, I am deeply 
offended by this ad and find it dis- 
respectful to President Obama, and 
the nation,” Sarles wrote. He said 
the “views and opinions expressed 
in this ad ... are not endorsed” by 
Metro and “do not represent the 
views of the agency.” He said Metro 
had contacted the advertiser, ask- 
ing for him to “remove or modify” 
it, but he declined. 

Freestar Movie LLC of Los 
Angeles paid $800 for the ad to 
run from mid-February to mid- 
March. 


Logan Clements, executive 
producer of “Free Star Movie,” a 
film about his take on President 
Obama’s health-care law, said he 
“wanted to call attention to where 
Obamacare is going to take Amer- 
ican medicine.” 

In his email, Sarles explained 
that Metro “did not decide to accept 
this ad for reasons of revenue, rath- 
er we cannot reject it because the 
courts have ruled that the Metro 
advertising program provides 
a public forum protected by the 
First Amendment of the U.S. Con- 
stitution.” 

“There are very few limits placed 
on freedom of speech and, unfor- 
tunately, the language used in the 
ad would not be included under 
those few exceptions,” he wrote.

Witness: Revenge Motivated Me 


D.C. man reveals plan 
to avenge TO killing, 
not inform the police 

Washington 

In the aftermath of a deadly shoot- 
ing outside a party at a Southeast 
Washington apartment building, 
investigators searched for evidence 
that would positively identify one of 
their top suspects. But they never 
found it, and nobody came forward 
to name him. 

As a result, authorities say, 
police couldn’t obtain the arrest 
warrant they needed to get the sus- 
pect, Orlando Carter, off the street. 


Days later, according to prosecu- 
tors, Carter drove a rented minivan 
while three of his friends opened 
fire on another group. 

But Carter had been recog- 
nized at the party. Instead of tell- 
ing authorities, Andre Morgan 
testified last week, he planned 
to avenge his dead friend — and 
is now charged with plotting to 
kill Carter. 

Morgan’s testimony highlights 
the sprawling, complex nature of 
the five-defendant trial, in which 
Orlando Carter, 22, and four other 
men face murder and other charg- 
es for their alleged roles in a series 
of March 2010 shootings that 
killed five.

Morgan never planned to tell 
police, he testified. Instead, he 
said, he told the jury, his first 
thought after the shooting was: 
“Kill Orlando.” 

People familiar with the case 
say Morgan and several friends 
then planned an attack on Cart- 


er the next day — an attack Cart- 
er survived. 

Morgan’s testimony was one of 
last week’s key developments in the 
government’s case against the five 
men charged in the shootings. It 
also illustrates a common frustra- 
tion for D.C. authorities who often 
struggle to find cooperative wit- 
nesses. Police say many are dis- 
trustful of them, while some wit- 
nesses fear for their safety. 

“It’s very frustrating,” a homi- 
cide detective familiar with Carter’s 
case said. “We like to close these 
cases as quickly as we can, but you 
have witnesses who refuse or have 
that T’m not a snitch’ mentality.”

Chaos in the Heartland 


Towns struggle in 
the aftermath of 
lethal tornadoes 
in several states 

Henry ville, Ind. 

St. Francis Xavier Catholic Church 
has always been a gathering point 
for Henry ville, never more so than 
now. Under a roof with a patched- 
up 6 -foot hole, dozens gathered 
Sunday not just to worship but to 
check on neighbors and get updates 
after the weekend’s tornadoes. 

Along the Ohio River between 
Indiana and Kentucky, where small 
towns were nearly wiped from the 
map, the damage is clear from a 
trail of smashed homes, downed 
trees and lost lives. At least 38 peo- 
ple were killed in the storm system 
that struck Friday night, and rescu- 
ers were still going door to door in 
rural areas to rule out victims.

They had one last chance to 
force overtime after Anjale Bar- 
rett’s missed free throw with 9.4 
seconds remaining kept it a three- 
point game. Georgia Tech called 
time with 5.6 seconds left and got 
the ball to Marshall, whose con- 
tested 22-footer failed to hit the 
rim as the buzzer sounded.

Even before Darren Howard entered the 
NFL, the defensive end had dreams of 
being in the music business. He was a DJ 
in high school, and by the time he was in 
college, he’d created a “ragtag” recording 
studio in the basement of his residence. 

“It’s always been something I loved,” 
Howard says. “I knew one day that I would 
transform to that.” 

So after Howard retired in 2009, the 


former New Orleans Saints and Philadel- 
phia Eagles player jumped into making 
records. He started his own label, Empy- 
re, and signed a pop and R&B singer who 
he’s confident about. 

Howard admits he hasn’t yet had suc- 
cess, calling the music industry “fickle.” 

“The music business is funny. Some art- 
ists go 10, 15 years of making records before 
they ever recoup and make any money,” he 
says. “The label can be the same, because 
they’re depending on the artist.” 

This week, the NFL offered an assist 
to current and former players like How- 
ard who are trying to find their footing 
in a business that can be just as unfor- 
giving as football.

in the music industry, “the stories of those 
who have not had successes are a longer 
list, so we’re trying to change that.” 

Troy Vincent, the NFL’s vice president 
for player engagement, said the league 
created the program after player surveys 
showed a strong interest in music. Vin- 
cent said there was also a real concern 
that players have jumped into the indus- 
try but then floundered because they don’t 
have the expertise. 

“It doesn’t matter how much money 
you have or you think you have. Money 
does not equal success,” says Vincent, who 
retired from the Washington Redskins in 
2006. “It’s proper planning, it’s educating 
yourself in the subject matter, having the 
right people with you, the right guidance 
and not making an emotional decision.”
